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Nixon and A Newspaper 

Vice President Nixon, according 
to a protest published by an asso- 
ciation of scientists, had the se- 
curity case of Dr. Condon, former 
head of the Bureau of Standards, 
dug up during the recent election 
campaign, 

Nixon replied that he hadn’t done 
anything of the sort. The scien- 
tists promptly quoted a news story 
by the New York Times in which 
Nixon was quoted as having said 
that before he left Washington on 
one of his trips he had the Condon 
case dug up again. 

So far we haven't noted that 
Nixon resorted to the old political 
trick of saying the paper lied when 
it quoted him to that effect. Bu’ 
many a politician has resorted tu 
this device. It’s one of the oldest 
tricks in the political bag. 

It’s easy to work it, too. The poli- 
tician says something, a news- 
paperman sitting within a few feet 
of him hears every word of it, 
and writes it down. After it's print- 
ed, various persons criticize the 
politician for having said it, and 
he glibly explains, “The paper mis- 
quoted me.”

A Brief Phrase 


Of course, sometimes newspapers 
do make mistakes. Some papers 
will even deliberately frame an 
alleged statement for the purpose 
of embarrassing a politician they 
don’t like, 

But the trick has been worked 
by a politician who made a speech 
before a friendly group, and some 
striking brief phrase of the speech, 
so brief that no normal person 
could forget it, was then printed 
in the fiendly newspaper which 
had a reporter present who sat 
within a few feet of the politician 
when he made the speech and ut- 
tered the particular phrase. 

After publication, however, the 
polttician decides that he’s ‘erfbar: 
rassed by the publication of that 


phrase, and he thereupon = an- 
nounces, “I did not utter that 
phrase.” 


And so the paper and the re- 
porter who wrote the story are 
glibly called liars to fit the con- 
veniefice of the politician.

A Slight Chilliness 


The New York Times is not over- 
whelmingly friendly to Nixon, and 
if he questioned the veracity of 
their report it wouldn’t break up 
an old friendship. But do the 
reporter and the friendly news- 
paper continue to be friendly to- 
ward the politician who has called 
them liars? 

The answer is that most editors 
and reporters are used to this sort 
of thing, and at worst all they feel 
is pitying contempt, with more ac- 
cent on the pity than on the con- 
tempt, for a politician who is in 
such a jam—or thinks he is in a 
jam—that he tells a lie against 
a friend in this fashion. For news- 
papermen realize that the life of 
a politician is a hard one, and that 
a politician often feels impelled to 
make a deal with his own consci- 
ence as well as deals with other 
politicians, 

But editors, it is 
human too, and not above mani 
festing a slight chillness 
a politician who has lied about 
them and their paper.

The new Congress and the new State Legislature meet 
next week, 

The labor movement has more representation in the State 
Legislature than in the immediate past, more in the House of 
Representatives, and still has no California representation 


in the U. S. Senate: 


The tremendous recent growth of population and industry |§ 


in our State confronts the Legislature with many problems. 
We may rest assured that in the confusion of the struggle 
over the solution to these problems the well organized reac- 
tionaries will do what they can to pass legislation aimed 
against labor. 

In the Congress the international cold war, as well as the 
hot war between the two wings of the Republican Party, and 
the adjustment of the Democrats’ new majority to the respon- 
\sibility for legislation, will create much political news well 
worth watching by organized labor. 

The fact that the Presidential election is now less than two 
years away, and that California has three eminent reaction- 
aries maneuvering for position in that campaign—Knight, 
Knowland, and Nixon—will add color to the pageant both in 
Washington and Sacramento, and will mean that many 
a foxy move will be made to buy or placate organized labor. 

So plenty gets going next week. And organized labor will 
have plenty of chances to be taken in by the reactionaries, or 
to be taken on ahead by liberals.

A. Perry, member of Steamfitters 
$42 now in England studying at 
the London School of Economics 
on a scholarship: 


I visited a steelworker and his 
family in a place called Scun- 
thorpe, about 170 miles north-east 
of London. The steel works here 
has the largest smelters in England 
and is located right next to ex- 
tensive iron ore pits which have 
been worked since the days of the 
Romans, 

Although most of these men ride 
bicycles to work, they have com- 
fortable homes and get above aver- 
age wages.
